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LETTER FROM ‘BISHOP BEVAN. 
Bishop’s House, | 
Chiihsien, 
Free China. 
October 26th, 1944. 
Dear Friends of, the Diocese, 

Seeing that it is five months since I wrote my last etter it is 
time that I addressed you again. After a tour that occupi the whole 
of June, the summer months were spent in Chungking. There I was 

able to give half a day to my diocesan correspondence and for the . 
other half of my time to give some help to the Directorate of the 
Mission. Though the Headquarters had been temporarily moved to 
the country during the heat, I was able several times to visit the city 
and met a number of people, including Bishop. Hall and Bishop 
Stevens ; the latter had just had to leave his diocese of Kwangsi-Hunan | 
before the Japanese advance.° We are now back for a short time in 
Chiihsien and expect to leave on November 3rd again for Langchung 

~ and other centres in the north end of the diocese. : 

The most important matter that I have to write to you about is 
the approaching retirement of Bishop Ku. Previously he had told me 
that he did not intend to mention retirement until reaching his 
seventieth birthday, the year after next. But in September he had 2. 
recurrence of old symptoms, and though Dr. Maddox was able to 

_-assure him that his condition was not serious, he felt that he was no © 
longer equal to the burdens of responsibility. So, in accordance with 
the canons of the Ch.H.S.K.H., after informing me of his intention, he 
sent a notification to the Diocesan Standing Committee and is tendering 
his resignation to the acting chairman of the House of Bishops. Sorry 
as we are to think of his giving up active work, I personally, and the 

7? Standing Committee, did not feel that the decision could be opposed, 
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knowing as we do that it is the anxieties of responsibilities that induce © 
his old digestive trouble. We shall be able as before to benefit by his 
wise counsel as he will no doubt continue to live in Langchung, but he 
will be spared many burdens and the fatigue of constant corres- 
pondence. 

For one whe has sir en his whole life to the Diccese we must 
provide adequately for retirement in comfort. Previcus provision made 
for such a time as this has melted away in' the falling of the value of © 
- the dollar, or has been frozen in Shanghai. Within the diocese we shall 
do all that we can to prepare and I am writing to the Secretary and the 
Hon, Treasurer of the Diccesan Association, who will be ready to 

receive contributions from the many old friends of the diecese 2t home. — 
With the improved exchange these will receive their full value on 
remittance to China. ts 

Archdeacon Wang has just been here for a retin of the 
Executive Committee and has gone on to Yingshan, from which place . 
he will return to Nanchung and then go up to Futsunyi and on to meet 
me in Langchung. Archdeacon Ts’ai’s year of “ furlough ” is drawing 
to a close. He will, I trust, come to Langchung too for a little con- 
ference with Bishop Ku and us. | 

Next year will be the fiftieth year of the history of the diocese. 
_ The anniversary will really fall on St. Luke’s Day, October 18th, on 
which day Bishop Cassels was consecrated in the year 1895. Of our 
plans for the celebration I must write again; we hope to combine | 
this with a meeting of the Diocesan Synod, if conditions permit. After 
sixty years of the preaching of the Gospel and fifty years since the 
eg pesorugery of the diocese, what have we to show? The comparison 

“petty done” and “vast undone” must send us to our knees, 
pani still that God will send out His Light and Truth, com- 
missioning His servants afresh to run with the Gospel, that the multi-

half the previous salary) to guarantee a pension of £50 a year for 
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Bishop Ku. In order that the fulfilment of this promise may not 
seriously affect the amount of remittances sent normally to Bishop 
Bevan for his Discretionary Fund, it is hoped that friends ef the 
East Szechwan Diocese will act on the Bishop’s suggestion by sending 
to the Organising Secretary or Hon. Treasurer earmarked contributions - 
for this purpose in addition to (and not in place of!) their ordinary 
subscriptions. 


‘LETTER FROM BISHOP MAXWELL. 
Chengtu, 
December 10th, 
Dear Friends of Western China, | 

_ The Church in this Province is indebted in these war days to the 
witnessing and giving of Christians from other parts of China. The 
latest person to join our forces in this Diocese (for a year at least) 
is Mrs. Rose Ch’en, a well-known evangelist from Shanghai. Our 
experiences together as we visited the Churches at Hanchow, Tehyang, 
and Mienyang, last October, will form the substance of this letter. 

_ Mrs. Ch’en, my wife and I, reached Hanchow on Friday, October — 
13th, and received a very warm welcome from the Rudds, who are | 
doing a useful piece of work there among the American soldiers - 
stationed nearby. Twenty men and women from two country 
churches and from the city had come in for confirmation and the © 
opportunity was taken to organise a week’s meetings for them. Con- 
firmation classes, in which final instruction was to be given, were 
arranged for them during the morning and afternoon of Saturday, 
October 14th, and the Confirmation service took place the next day. _ 

Every morning from October 16th to the 20th we met for prayer 
at 10 a.m. and for Bible Study at 11 a.m. on the “ Five Pictures of 
Jesus Christ as given in the Four Gospels and the Book of Revelation.” | 
This was solid meat for some who could not read and had not long 
believed in Jesus Christ, but teaching of this kind is necessary if Christ 
is to make His appeal to the mind as well as to the emotions. The > 
- appeal to the last came every evening when the preaching hall was 
crowded with Christians and their non-Christian friends. Mrs. Ch’en’s 
message was a challenge to the moral and: religious life of people and an 
appeal to make the necessary adjustments through faith in Christ Jesus. 
Among the many telling illustrations - she used, she changed the two 
Chinese characters for “Church member ” inte, avo other characters 
which have a similar sound, but which can mean: When I am visited, 
then I come to Church.” It’ was interesting to ‘note, therefore, that 
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among those who professed to recognise Jesus Christ as their personal 


Saviour for the first time, were some who had been —— members 


for a number of years. 


Prayer is needed that a major catastrophe may be averted at 
Hanchow. Three years ago there was an evangelist who worked for 
the Church there among young men. He was not a member of the 
_§.K.H., and although he had much to commend him, he was not 
entirely satisfactory. Now he has come back again, and, through an 
unexpected marriage with one of the workers on the compound, has 
gained a footing on our premises and is actually holding meetings 


behind the scenes. He is trying to get property elsewhere, and when — 
he succeeds in doing so, intends to start Church work there also. 
Because of his close affiliations with many Of the younger elements | 


in our Church, there are grave possibilities of Church disorders. Please 
pray that God’s Spirit may over-rule in these affairs and that the Name 
- of Jesus Christ may be glorified and not dishonoured. 


_ Tehyang is geographically at the centre of the Diocese and it ought - 
to become a much more important centre than it is at present. Let us 


pray that healthy development may take place under its new leader, the 
- Rev. Twan Sheng-ngen. He has plans for opening up the work again 
at two centres where Christians formerly met for worship, Hwang- 
Shu-Cheng and Pah-Ko-Miao. The latter market is the more promising 
sphere of work, as there is a very keen Christian in the Tehyang 
Church who has relatives there and who would like to provide the 


necessary building for a meeting place. This Christian is an elderly 


gentleman who spends much of his spafe time witnessing to Jesus 
Christ as he visits his friends. That the Church at Tehyang has quite 


a group of live members is due, humanly speaking, to the faithful 
work of the Rev. T’ang Shih-Ch’en and Miss E. Fugl there. Unfor-— 


tunately it has some very undesirable Christians (7) too, the heritage of 
work there some sixteen years ago. While Mr. Twan is not throwing 
open the doors wide to these people, yet he is trying to keep on the 
friendly side of them lest they do further damage. During the three 
days that Mrs, Ch’en and I were there we had no less than four feasts 
In the houses of various Christians, and these “ difficult’ people were 
‘present. Whether there was some varnish in the fourth feast or not, 
one cannot tell, but we were all violently ill that night. This made 
Mrs. Ch’en insist elsewhere that feasts were to be strictly rationed ! 


The two most helpful ‘meetings at Tehyang were conducted by 


Mrs. Ch’en; one for Middle School students and the other in the 
preaching hall for country folk. About fifty students came and many 
of them were very deeply impressed. One of them wrote to a pastor 
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afterwards that he had repented of his sins and intended to get back 


_ to his origmal idea of giving his life to the ministry. The tone and 


contents of this letter were a revelation to the pastor of what could 
be accomplished through one short meeting. That an educated woman 


_ from Shanghai should have the gift of making herself so simple in her 


message, and so clear in her Szechwanese dialect, that ordinary 
unlettered farming men and women could understand her, is no mean 
achievement ; but that once again, in one short meeting, she should, 
by the power of God’s Spirit, have created within the lives of others 
a longing for goodness and God, is something yet more wonderful. 
Mrs. Ch’en would be the first to ascribe praise to —_— and I would 
ask you to do the same. 


Mrs. Ch’en and I reached Mienyarg on October 25th, and for the 
next week had a very busy time of meetings in the School and Church. 
It was “ Christian Homes Week,” and specia! meetings were held every 
day in the Church to which various speakers, including Mrs. Ch’en 
and myself, were invited to speak. The main meetings were held in ihe 
Middle School, however, and every afternoon at 3.30 p.m. Mrs. Ch’en 
_addressed the whole school. Having special gifts for getting people io 


sing choruses, she soon had the children singing away with great 


enthusiasm. The subject of her first talk was “Reasons for not 


_ believing in Jesus Christ,” reasons which were shown to be invalid as | 


_ they were carefully examined one by one. The meetings on the sub- 


sequent days varied somewhat, some claiming the interest and atten- 
tion of the 300 boys and girls more than others. The deep work was 
done at the evening meetings when Mrs. Ch’en took the senior children 
and I took the younger ones. These meetings were for those who © 
were already Christian or who wanted to become so. Mrs. Ch’en was 
very pleased with the close attention given to her on these occasions 
and I can bear witness that I have never known children to listen so. 
well. One night alone did they fail to give complete attention, and 
that was when the first alarm had sounded and they were a little 
apprehensive. The night before, they had left the school for three 
hours, because of alarms, and none of them were feeling at all fresh 


after a day’s study. They have to work for too long a stretch. 


Arising at 5.30 a.m. they keep steadily at books almost the whole day, 

except for a total of two hours’ recreation, till 9 pm. The coming 
of the Rev. Tang Shih-Ch’en as chaplain to this school is going to 
make a profound difference to its tone. It has done so already. One 
Christian teacher who has been in the school now for many years, 
made the remark to me: “ The old spiritual tone of the school is being 


restored.” This chaplain is delighted with the effect of the Mission. As 
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an instance he quoted the eagerness of the students to enter Bible 
Classes, and to have Bibles of their own to study. At the final meeting 
some of them gave very telling witnesses, including the brightest boy 1 in 
the school, who comes from a non-Christian home. 


One wishes one could write as happily about the Church. The 
next time we visit Mienyang (D. V. in the Spring of next year for the 
Jubilee Meetings) we must give much more attention to the parish 
itself. Ten people were confirmed this time, and the impression that 
I gained was that some of them had not been prepared very well. 
News of wrong methods being used by another Christian group out 
here to draw aside some of our Church members from the Church 
at Feng-Kuh-Chin (one of the country Churches of Mienyang) led me 
to make a special visit to that place to talk over matiers with the Lay- 
Céatechist who was involved. Your prayers are asked that his eyes may 
be opened to their subversive teaching, and that he may continue to be 
the true spiritual helper to this comparatively weak Church that he 
has been hitherto. Prayer is also asked for two young people who 
are thinking of offering their lives to God for the ministry. We had 
talks with them this time, and are not at all sure that they are offering 
because they have received the call of God. Whatever the future may 
hold in store for them, let us pray that at least they may be fully 
consecrated Christians, ready to do God’s bidding in any sphere of 
service. The magistrate who was baptised here a year ago confessed 
to me that it was impossible for him to come to Sunday services as 
that was the very time that he was specially busy in his Government 
duties. I suggested therefore that a Bible Class for educated Christians 
should be held in Mienyang weekly, as such classes are being held in 
other centres to meet similar needs, and the magistrate seemed keen 


on the idea. This is another matter for prayer on our behalf. 


News has come of the safe arrival of Dr. and Mrs. Knights and 
their children, and Miss B. Jackman, in India. We shall miss them 
very. much the next year or two. Dr. Knights is a splendid mission 
doctor, looking after our health with keenness and efficiency, and his 

work at the University is greatly appreciated. We look forward to 
~ an early return of Miss Jackman also, for she has done an excellent 
piece of work at the Mienchu Hospital, and has endeared herself 
to the other members of the staff there. The day before Deaconess 
E. L, Stewart was due to leave for Kunming, she fell down and 
_ broke a small bone, and has not been able to get away before November 
- 7th. She flew to Kunming and perhaps by now is on her way: to 
India. We trust she will get a good rest on furlough, and come back 
refreshed and ready to give us all her valuable help. | 
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| Bishop Song has been giving a series of sermons on “Life and 

Death” to large congregations at St. John’s Church, Chengtu. He and 
Mrs, Song have now moved into the city once more and we look for- 
ward to very happy times of fellowship in all the work that is waiting | 
_ for us to do here. Opportunities of all kinds come to the Bishop. He 
told me of a most happy experience he had last Sunday evening when 
he spoke to three hundred students about Christ in a Government 
University. 

Se Bishop and Mrs. Song join with me in sending the kindest 
of regards to you all for 1945. May the Lord make His face to shine 
_— us and be gracious unto us throughout the New Year.

RECRUITS. 


Following on the letter from the Rev. D. N. Sargent printed i in the 
October j issue of the “ Bulletin,” it may be of interest to quote (as we 
are kindly permitted to do) from one recently received from Bishop 
Maxwell by the C.M.S., in which he says: 
“TI have written at ‘some length to Mr. Acrowsmith about the type 
_ of recruit which is needed these days, and have enumerated the qualifi- 
cations of the man or woman who is likely to make good out here in 
future : (1) He has a very real experience of Jesus Christ as Saviour 
and Lord, and is above everything else desirous of leading others into 
a similar experience. (2) He has a gift for friendship. Without this 
he may have many excellent qualifications, but he will not be able to 
make a rich contribution to the Chinese Church, because it is primarily 
_ friendship that the Chinese appreciate, (3) He is adaptable. He will 
have much to learn out here, however rich his experience has been in 
other lands. Without being asked to make changes that compromise 
his faith or conscience, he may have to make important changes in his | 
attitudes, and methods of work. (4) As a clergyman he will probably 
be for many..years a colleague of a senior Chinese pastor. This does © 
not mean that he will not have scope for initiative. If he is humble 
and co-operative, his advice and help will be sought, and great oppor- 
tunities for many types of work will be afforded him. Rural-Town-— 
Churches have three or four smaller Churches attached to them in 
the country, and these usually afford ample scope for the initiative 
and energies of a keen peeoraveng. which he will be expected to

Day. 1. Langchung. 

_ There is not much news of the Church work. Miss Lo has 
returned to Tahsien and a full-time lady evangelist is badly needed. 
In the Hogpital great developments have taken place. A nursing 
school was opened in September with sixteen students ; Miss Li Shao- 
hsui, of Hankow, is the Principal. Dr. Catherine Simmons has joined — 
the staff now as well as Dr. and Mrs. Cameron and Miss J. S. Williams. 
The last-mentioned is a dispenser and has started a class for dispensers 
- with four students; she also lectures in the nursing school. The 
_ Chinese side of the staff has been strengthened by the coming of two 
male graduate nurses from Peking. They also hope fer a Chinese 
doctor and interne so that more out-patient work can be done. The 
Rev, and Mrs. David Hsii have been sa trate as Hospital — | 
and Lady Evangelist respectively. 


Day. 4. Kwangyuan. 
_ The Church has engaged Miss Ting Uc-lien who has just graduated ; 
from the Langchung B.L, as Lady Evangelist. She has had the help 
of Miss Sianden and Miss Woodward, missionaries who have been 
evacuated from Honan. Miss Standen has now left for Yunnan, but 
Miss Woodward is continuing at Kwangyuen for a time. They have 
Te-organised the weekly classes:and Sunday School and also started 
reading classes which, at the special request of the women who came, 
were held every day instead of twice a week. The phonetic script is 
_ used with good results. The conversion of a woman who has broken 
~ her vegetarian vow of many years standing. has been a great cheer to 
them. Mr. and Mrs. Malins have settled in here, but their time and 
strength these first few months have had to be given to many passing 


guests and the rebuilding of the whole frontage owing to street 
widening. : 


Day. 5. Pachung. | 
: The Church has engaged Miss Chia Pen-chen, a graduate of the 
Langchung B.I., to be Lady Evangelist ; she started her work this 
September. At ‘the beginning of the month a children’s D.V.B.S. was 
held for a few days with good results.. They have been encouraged 
during the past summer by the conversion of an Army Captain who 
is really keen to preach to his men. Miss Wallis has been called to 
C.LM. Headquarters in Chungking and at present Miss Ammonds is 


the only missionary working with Pastor Liao. Plans are being made 
to fill Wallis’ 
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Day. 6. Nanpu. 
-* “Mr. and Mrs. Martin’s furlough has been 1 granted and they have 
already left. This Church will now be without missionary help for a _ 
time and prayer is asked for Pastor Ren. The good work at Sinchenpa 

- continues and the new believers are keen to preach. They have had > 
their own tracts printed, which will have meant no little outlay in these 
days when paper is so expensive. | 

Futsunyi. Here they had a gathering for young people in July 
which greatly encouraged the workers. Numbers were not high, but 
those who attended managed everything themselves, the catering, the | 
organising of the classes and the ringing of the bells. They had dis- 
cussions on all kinds of subjects and showed a very keen, alive spirit. 
Pastor Hsii has been appointed to the Langchung Hospital as Chaplain 
and _ his leaving will throw the local leaders more on their own 
resources in the Lord. Please pray for them. As Miss Ho has also 
left to be married and Mrs. Yu is thinking of returning to Chengtu, it 
may be the time has come to allow this pastorate the opportunity 
of standing on its own feet. Archdeacon Wang hopes to attend the 
Pastorate Meeting to be held in November to help them plan for the 
future. 
Day 7. Yingshan. This Church is sadly understaffed and the need 
of the country Churches is great. Miss Parsons has been having a long 
holiday this summer, part of which was spent at Mt. Omei, where she 
greatly enjoyed herself and. from where she has returned ‘greatly 
refreshed. 
Day 8. Nanchung. | 

Much good work goes on here among siodiits: Bible. deni 
are held in English every Sunday as an evangelistic agency. At the 
special meetings held in May, one of the members of this class gave 
his testimony, telling how, although he originally joined the class only 
after making a solemn compact with a friend that neither of them 
would believe the Gospel, he had been won to faith in Christ. The 
Young Peoples’ Fellowship meeting held each cigars evening is still 
attended. 

Day 9. Kwangan. 

x A widow, the mother of one of the students previously converted 
in Mr. Davis’ Bible Class, was baptised this month and has now 
returned to her home in the country. She has invited Mr. P’an’s 
-mother to go and stay with her and help in witnessing to the péople 
in the neighbourhood, some of whom are already keenly interested. 
A lady, Mrs. Chiang, the young widow of a University professor, 
converted through the tragic deaths of her husband and two children 
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by drowning, has gone at her own charges as one of the women students 
to the new Theological School that has been opened by the Rev. Marcus 
Cheng at Ipin, West Szechwan. 
Day 10. Yochth. . 

_ Mr, and Mrs. P’an were to be here for six weeks in October and 
November and afterwards Mr. Liu Ping-hui from December to March. 
The Christians are keen to contribute towards the support of their 
own worker and hope by the end ot ses to have built up secrecpangs 
- capital in an endowment fund. : 

Day 12. Chiihsien. | 
~ _-Y|t is uphill work in this parish, but the Pastor and the missionaries 
plod on. They long to re-build the Church premises on the North 
Street, but difficulties are many and the funds insufficient. Plans, 
however, are being made which include the sale of a small shop at 
the South Gate and the removal and re-erection of a Church building 
from a country place where such a large place of worship is not needed. 
It is felt that the healthy development of Church life will go on more 
. satisfactorily when all Church activities are not centres on the mis- 
sionaries’ residence. 

Day 13. Tachu. | 
| - Pastor Lo now works alone here. ‘His son iS very ill with T.B., 


which ‘naturally ties his father a good deal, as he is a widower. | 


Sunday services continue, Aut week-day activities are not many. 
-Day 14. Tahsien, 


Miss Huang K’ch- ch’ien is continuing Miss Dix’ § Women’ S 


School and the Lower Primary School. Dr. and Mrs. Gray are 
carrying on their medical work from the city compound this autumn ; 
wet weather rather reduced the number of patients the first month. 
The Church’s self-support endowment fund is growing rapidly and 
it -has been arranged that Mr. Ts’ai Pih-hsiien, cousin to the Arch- 
deacon, who has for two years been one of our Diocesan evangelistic 
workers, shall become Pastorate Worker here as from January, 1945. 
Suawhan. The Rev. Ch’en Nan-ih, the voluntary pastor, seems to be 


failing in health with advancing years and is no longer able to travel 


much. Mr. Kueh Tai-hsiin has just completed his first year as 
Pastorate Worker and is thought to have done well. His experience is 
still limited, but he is an able young man with energy and initiative. 
Day 16. Liangshan. 

The work here is still disturbed by air raids and it is hard to do much 


in the city beyond keeping the Sunday services going. No appointment — 


_of a Chinese pastor has yet been made, though this is a great need and 
one about which we are constantly praying. 
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Tienkiang. At the last hearing of the Church lawsuit in Chungking 
in May the judgment was given clearly in our favour and we trust 
that the case is now settled. The Women’s Missionary Service League 
have undertaken the support of Miss Wang En-ts’eh, who has returned 
to Tienking for a year. Her general health being better, her eyesight 
has improved. There is no central fund from which her support is 
drawn but the women give gifts month by month to meet her needs. 
A letter from Mrs. Williamson just received contains the following : 

“It is wonderful how the Lord has provided month by month for her 
‘needs. Last month we only had eight dollars in hand and everyone 
wondered wherever two bushels of rice was coming from for the 
following month! But in less than a fortnight $1,000 came in, and 
just before her salary was due another $800 was added. And nobody 
was asked to give! I am glad that the women are seeing how the 
Lord does provide for those who really trust Him and I am gaining 
helpful spiritual experience through it also.” 


Day 17. Kaithsien. | 

) Mr. Ning Wei-tao, who is now in sole charge of the work in 
this parish, has been unwell for a long time. He could not attend 
the summer Bible School at Hung-hua-iien for this reason and prayer 
is asked for his complete restoration. There has been no recent report 
of the work which has been going on throughout the summer. 

: Wentangtsing. Miss Lucas still makes Her centre here, though much 
isolated since the Iliffs left for furlough. Mr. Wang Ming-hsioh is 
still her fellow-worker.. He hopes to return home to Tachu for a 
- holiday about Christmas time as one of his Cangas 3 is being married. 


Day 18. Wanhsien. 
Work in the Military $ospitals has been showing more ‘results 
and recently five men were baptised. : 


Day ‘19. Fengkieh. 
The Christians have been an endowment fund 
- and have done well for such a small group, but they are still a long way 
from being able to support their own ‘worker. | 


Day 27. Hanchow. | | 
- Pastor Wang now has the heip of Mr. Ch’ii Hsioh-tao, who 

graduated from the Union Theological College this summer. Prayer 

is asked for his efforts in the parish, especially among younger foik, 
and. attempts to establish contact with better educated Sti in the 
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district; and also for the slow process of counteracting the results of 
-anti-Sheng Kung Hui propaganda indulged in by past and present 
visitors in the parish, and of building up a strong and united Church 
which can be a real spiritual power in this increasingly peporan 
centre. 


Day 29. Chongkiang. 


Mrs. Wang, who is preparing for baptiiien, is making sald pro- 
gress in learning to read. It is only a few months ago that, when 
some of us were reading together after the Wednesday Prayer Meeting, 
Mrs, Wang said, with tears in her eyes, “ You can all read, and I 


can’t! 


a widow, comfertably off, with three children at school, and her eldest 
boy, aged about 14, helped her with her reading in the holidays. He 


is now at a boarding school in the neighbourhood, and comes regularly 


_ to Church, Sunday being a school holiday. For the last month, the 
grandmother has also been coming to Church and is anxious to~be 
taught the Gospel.
